Division of Narberth into 
Three Districts Planned 

Court Will Hear Petition September 21th. 
Now Largest District in State 



Cornerstone Laying 
Tomorrow 



A project of the greatest inter- 
est to the voters of Narberth was 
launched this week, when pre- 
liminary steps were taken to split 
up the "borough into three election 
districts. 

A petition, signed by over 20 
citizens, representing different 
parties and affiliations, was filed 
at Nurristown on Tuesday, and a 
preliminary decree has been 
granted. The final hearing will be 
at Court No. 1, N'orristown, on 
Saturday, September 2\ . before 
liulge J. Ambler Williams. 

Senator Fletcher \Y. Stites is 
attorney for the petitioners, who 
are led by Judge of Elections Wil- 
liam J. Kirkpatrick and J. Ber- 
tram Nesper. The petition fol- 
lows agitation extending over a 
period of years, to reduce the un- 
wieldy size of the election district. 

Narberth, it appears, is the 
largest election district in the 
State of Pennsylvania, and one of 
the largest in the country. There 
are at the present time 2 Ki:l regis- 
tered voters in the borough, mak- 
ing it difficult to handle the 
crowds and to count the votes. It 
is hoped that the split-up can be 
put through before the Presiden- 
tial election. 

The plans call for three dis- 
tricts — two on "the north side and 
one on the south side, as follows: 
ELECTION DISTRICT NO. i : 
Beginning at the intersection of the 
line of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
with the centre line of Essex Ave- 
nue, thence northwardly by said cen- 
tre line of Essex Avenue to its in- 
tersection with the centre line of 
Woodbine Avenue; thence east- 
wardly along said centre line of 
Woodbine Avenue to its intersection 
With the centre line of Narberth 
Avenue; thence northwardly along 
said centre line of Narberth Ave- 
nue to its intersection with the cen- 
tre line of Montgomery Avenue; 
thence southeastwardly along said 
centre line of Montgomery Avenue 
to its intersection with the southerly 
side of Haverford Avenue; thence 
westwardly along the southerly side 
of Haverford Avenue to its inter- 
section with the easterly side of 
Narberth Avenue; thence south 
wardly along said easterly side of 
Narberth Avenue to the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad; and thence west- 
wardly along the line of said Penn- 
sylvania Railroad to the place of be- 
ginning.

The petition asks further that the 
polling places be as follows: District 
No. 1. Klin Hall; District No. 2. 
the building on the northwest cor- 
ner of Essex and Haverford ave- 
nues :. District No. 3, the Hoy Scout 
cabin on the plot of ground to the 
south of the station. 

If the division is made as out- 
lined above, it will locate 8S7 voters 
in District One; oo.S in District 
Two and 60S in District Three. It 
will thean, incidentally, that the elec- 
tion officials will be enabled to get 
an hour or so of sleep on election 
night, hi former elections coffee 
and doughnuts, administered at reg- 
ular hours until daylight, kept them 
on the job. 

Exceptions and remonstrances to 
the petition must be filed at least 10 
days before the date set for the 
hearing, which is scheduled for 10 
\. M. on the 27th of this month.

Explains the Reasons for 
lVanti?ig Narberth Route 

A comprehensive motor bus serv- 
ce that will take in \\ est Mana- 
yunk, I'encoyd and West Consho- 
hocken and cover every principal 
road in the Narberth- Hala-Cynwyd 
region is planned by the Montgom- 
ery litis Company, according to a 
statement to "( )ur Town," made 
yesterday by I'. J. Mitten, presi- 
dent of the company. 

The company is scheduled to ap- 
pear before the Public Service 
Commission on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber '), to ask a franchise, and, ac- 
cording to Mr. Mitten, expects to 
meet any opposition that will de- 
velop with a clean-cut statement of 
what it can and will do to solve 
the transportation problem of that 
part of the township. 

Mr. Mitten declared that the 
present Gkidwyne-Ardmore service 
is an indication of what can be done 
to give adecpiate transportation to 
points north of Montgomery ave- 
nue now badly in need of it. 

•"This can be done by a corpora- 
tion, which would not expect to get 
a return on money expended for 
several years, but would be next to 
impossible of accomplishment by a 
private individual," he said, and 
continued : 

"Our plans call for busses of the 
same type now operating on Lan- 
caster pike to run on Montgomery 
avenue between Bryn Mawr and 
Sixty-third street and Lancaster 
avenue on the present route ; 
another line to run on West Con- 
shohocken avenue and Levering 
Mill road in Bala and Cynwyd ; an 
extension of the service on Mont- 
gomery avenue in Cynwyd beyond 
Bryn Mawr avenue and routes in 
West Manayunk, West Consho- 
hocken and Pencoyd not yet 
plotted out. 

"I -would also like to sav that 
this company has no intention of 
'squeezing out' the owner of the 
Narberth Bus Line. We made ap- 
plication to the Public Service 
Commission and notified the Com- 
missioners of Lower Merion Town- 
shop of our plan after we learned 
this man had been trying to dispose 
of his interest in the line. Hun- 
dreds of bus riders in that terri- 
tory have also asked us to give a 
more complete, safe and satisfac- 
tory service than is being given at 
present."

strictly denominational. Some of 
its ministers came from other 
Protestant churches than the Epis- 
copal, and among the worshipers 
were Methodists, Presbyterians and 
Lutherans. 

Tradition and history take the 
congregation back to at least 1700, 
when there was a log church in 
which the settlers were said to have 
barricaded themselves against the 
Indians. In Day's "Historical Col- 
lection of Pennsylvania" there is a 
statement that "at Radnor an an- 
cient Episcopal church was erected 
of logs, which is mentioned by Old- 
mixon as being surrounded by about 
50 families." Also, an early news- 
paper account states that the present 
church has taken the place of the 
one made of logs. 

According to letters discovered in 
Fngland by Henry Pleasants, Esq., 
and the historian of the church, 
while he was in England, it appears 
that the Rev. John Clubb requested 
that he be sent to Radnor among 
his native people, the Welsh, among 
whom he had preached as often as 
possible. The request was made in 
1 7 1 3, so it is likely that the mission 
was begun two or three years earl- 
ier than was at first believed. 

In 1759 a schoolhouse was erect- 
ed on the knoll in front of the 
graveyard, and in 1765 the church 
was floored. It was in taking up 
part of this floor a few years ago 
for purposes of repair, that two 
skulls were found, of a man and 
woman. It has never been learned 
who they were, or by what chance 
or through what honor they were 
buried there. 

During the Revolution, the 
church was practically deserted, and 
tradition has it that the British sol- 
diery used some of the lead window 
frames to melt into bullets and even 
stabled their horses in the house of 
worship. But the latter fact has no 
confirmation and is believed to be 
gossip of the parishioners of the 
day. A silver communion set pre 
sented by Queen Anne is said to 
have disappeared about this time 

Authentic tradition lias it that 16 
unknown soldiers who had died in 
neighboring farm houses at the 
Battle of Brandywine were buried 
in the churchyard west of the gal- 
lery steps. It is still tradition based 
on rumor of time, that Major Gen- 
eral Gray used the hollow which is 
thickly grown in evergreens, to as- 
semble his troops before .the attack 
upon General Wayne at Paoli on 
the night of September 30, 1777. 

Various additions have been made 
to the church, but most of them 
were years ago. The last change 
of any extent in the interior of the 
church was in 1830, when the pu 1 
pit was enlarged and move 1 to , ( 
new position, and the pews, num 
bering 23, were rearranged. A nev 
vestry was built at that time, ;ur' 
was rebuilt in 1871.
